RACES AT PORTER 


Two Companies of. Militia 
Face Horses as They Line 
Up for the Start. 


CALLED ‘CAMP ROOSEVELT’ 


Crowds Also Kept Back by Soldiers 
and Many Return Home on 
Next Train. 


TRACK MEN PLAN INJUNCTION 


Militiamen prevented racing yesterday at 
the Mineral Springs track. They took pos- 
pession of the jockey club property shortly 
after noon on orders from Gov. Marshall, 
who acted when he learned posititely the 
Lake county authorities were not capable of 


suppressing betting. 

Five guardsmen with fixed bayonets lined 
across the racetrack in front of the juds: 
stand and blocked the way when the n.an- 
agement attempted to send four horses to 
the post for the first race. The jockeys drew 
up their fidgeting mounts in front of the 
giinting blades. The runners pranced about 
for perhaps a half minute, their riders ata 
loss, and then the starter ordered them back 
to the stabies. No further attempt to race 
was made during the day. 


Will Try to Race Today. 

A. F. Knotts, 
Springs Jockey club, asserted, however, 
there would be another effort made to race 
The club will endeavor this morning 
to secure an injunction restraining the state 
from interfering. 

Companies F and M of the Third infantry 
tamped last night in the club’s grandstand, 
and will remain on the property until the 
state of Indiana is assured that the meet 
fg abandoned. The camp has been chris- 
tened Camp Roosevelt.” Owners of two 


strings of horses indicated their belief that 


there will be no more racing by immediately 
beginning arrangements for the shipment of 
their stables, 

It was 12:40 o’clock when forty members 
of Company F arrived from South Bend 
and took possession of the property. They 
were in command of Maj. George F. Freyer- 
muth and Capt. Guy E. Kimball. The 
gugrdsmen were stationed at the various en- 
trances, and when the passengers from the 
first train from Chicago reached the track 
goon after 1 o'clock they were met by a 
squad of militia. Only officials and newspa- 
per men were admitted. When any one be- 
came abusive he was induced to take him- 
self away under the persuasive prod of a 
bayonet. 


Knotts at First Defiant. 

Most of the crowd, estimated at 1.500, which 
went to Mineral Springs, climbed back on the 
train that brought them there. A misty 
rain, blown across the prairie by a northern 
wind, made stending around uncomfortable. 
Many never got off the trains. 

Maj. Freyermuth was soon in conference 
with President Knotts of the club. He in- 
formed Knotts that he was there to stop 
racing. The reply of the president was to 
the effect that there was going to be racing 
—that is, unless the militia stopped it by 
force. 

The 200 persons present cheered this state- 
ment. At 2:10 o'clock, five minutes before 
the time for the first race to start, Maj. 
Freyermuth detailed Capt. Kimball and four 
privates to get out on the track. 


Horses Balk at Bayonets. 

Four nervous horses and their riders, flashy 

in their colored satin, came trotting out of 
the paddock, There was a hearty cheer from 
the crowd which had gathered closely to 
see the fim. One horse balked at sight of 
the guardemen on the track. The other three 
Were ridden toward the post. Capt Kimball 
told his men to stand firm. The jockeys rode 
to within three feet of the bayonet tips and 
pulled up. The runners danced a little and 
the jockeys looked appealingly at the judges’ 
Stand. They didn’t know what todo. This 
little scene lasted about thirty seconds. 
Starter Dick Dwyer spoiled it by going out 
and ordering the jockeye back to the pac- 
dock, amid the jeers of the crowd. 
The disappointed crowd repaired to the bar. 
‘The stableboys gathered at the west end of 
‘the grandstand, which is close to the pad- 
@ock. One of them looked up and saw an 
American flag floating from a flagstaff. 

“This isn’t a free country, he shouted 
“They won't allow racing. Let's pull the 
flag down.”

BY THE MAYOR AS 
DANGER TO GIRLS 


Collecting in the Loop 
Will Be Permitted. 


WOMEN TELL OF PERILS 


Leaders of Charities, Hecr at Meet- 
ing, ef Insults to Youth- 
ful Workers. 


THEN APPEAL 10 CITY FOR AWD 


Chicago never will have another general 
tag day for charitable institutions, and 
even if they should be permitted girls and 
young women will not participate in them 
by soliciting money on the streets of Chi- 
cago. 

Opposition to the collections by girls has 
been announced by the leaders of the “ last 
tag day" movement, and Mayor Harrison 
yestercay declared that there shall be no 
more general tag days after the Polish 
National alliance’s day.“ on Oct. 29, for 
which a permit has been granted. 

Collectors may operate in districts adjacent 
to the charity they wigh to aid, but no one is 
to be permitted in the loop district. for this 
purpose. 

Applications for Permits Numerous, 

The mayor's determination arose from the 
numerous applications for permission to have 
tag days, as ‘a result of the success of this 
scheme as devised by the women in charge 
of the tag day for children’s institutions, 
who this year got more than $50,000: The 
opposition arose from the experiences many 
of the collectors reported. 

At a meeting of the tag day leaders on 
Monday in the Hotel La Salle the opposition 
was voiced after stories were told of how 
collectors had been insulted. Mrs. D. Harry 
Hammer, president of the Mother's Relief 
association and member of numerous social 
and civic clubs. had refused, at a meeting 
of the association in the Blackstone hotel 
recently, to allow that organization to pro- 
vide girls for the street collecting. N 

The Hotel La Salle meeting resulted in an 
appeal to the mayor. 


Against Sending Girls on Streets. 

“Iam absolutely and forever against gend - 
ing our young and innocent girls and women 
on the streets of Chicago,” said Mrs. Ham- 
mer last night, to solicit money from men. 
women, or children. It is outrageoug for a 
pretty girl to appeal to a man for money 
under any circumsiances. To hide the appeal 
under the cloak of ‘ sweet charity’ is a sin 
and is simply teaching the girl the way to win 
a man’s money. 

J refused to provide girls for tag day 
work of this sort and will do so again. I 
want to be on record as absolutely and for- 
ever opposed to the practice. Mothers who 
will not even allow their innocent daughters 
to attend a nickel show will dress them in 
their best gowns and send them from home 
with their sweetest, most alluring smiles and 
wiles to solicit money from men on the streets 
of Chicago for charity. Is that charity? 

„It it is charity, we had better go without 
charity if it robs young girls of their maiden- 
ly virtue and innocence. I could relate several 
instances where young girls have not only 
been insulted but wronged. I sincerely hope 
the practice will be stopped forever.” 


Says Chaperons Should Be Watched. 

Mrs. Charles D. Boardman, of 932 Argyle 
street, wife of the president of the Boardman 
Land and Loan company, supported the 
views of Mrs. Hammer. 

It is not right.“ she said, for mothers 
to send their young and pretty daughters 
downtown to stand on street corners solicit- 
ing money from men and to be insulted by 
them. It is true that chaperons are sent 
along with the girls sometimes, but it might 
be well to watch the chaperons or know who 
they are.“

VICTIM FROM CHICAGO? 


Bridgeport, Conn., Oct. 22.—[Special.]—A 
young woman who was taken from Bridg=- 
port this evening in an automobile by five 
men was found murdered on the country road 
between Stratford and Shelton two hours 
later by a peddler. She had been shot five 
times with a revolver. 

Late tonight the police of Stratford brought 
here three men, who are alleged to have been 
in the car. In the pocket of one of them 
was a card inscribd. Andrew Luts, Chi- 
cago.” 

The identity of the woman is a mystery. 
She is said to have gone by the name of 
Rose White. Letters found in a chatelaine 
bag which she carried indicate that she came 
here from Chicago recently. The letter was 
addressed to 105 South avenue. She was of 
the Italian type, wore clothes apparently 
new, and had’ on a number of rings and other 
jewelry. 


Story of Chauffeur. 

William M. Hall, an employé of Webber's 
garage here, was the chauffeur of the car. 
He says that about 7 p. m. two men engaged 
the car and told him to drive to an Italian 
restaurant at 39 Union square, of which 
Francisco Pizichens is the proprietor. 

Pizichens. James Mattio of 130 South ave- 
nue, an Italian krown as “ Hartford Char- 
lie,” and the woman joined the two at the 
restaurant, and the chauffeur was told to 
drive out to a roadhouse known as the Strat- 
ford inn, about four miles from Bridgeport. 

As they neared this place Hall was told tu 
go on to Paradise Glen. another roadhouse. 
When they arrived there he was told to keep 
on going, and he had got to what ls known a» 
Peck’s Mill bridge when he was told to stop. 

Directions were given that he drive on 
about 200 yards and turn the car about, while 
the five men and woman got out. He had 
just turned his machine around when he 
heard five revolver shots. 


Peddler, Finds, Body. 

A man named Jennings. a fish peddler of 
Stratford, firet came across the body of the 
murdered woman. The five bullets had gone 
through the face into the brain, having been 
fired apparently from close range. 

The constables from Shelton who were

They proved to ta Pizichens and Mattio, 
and, under questioning, admitted that they 
had been in an automobile with other men. 

They denied that any woman had been 
with them.

SEEK TO EVADE CREDITORS. 


Story of Losing Big Sum at Races 
Stirs Ire of Court in Bankruptcy. 


Judge Kenesaw’ M. Landis yesterday ac- 
cused two whole families of perjury. He 
sentenced three men to jail for thirty days for 
contempt of court and three women, who, he 
said also had sworn falsely, only escaped 
similar sentence because the judge thought 
them guilty because of a mistaken sense of 
loyalty. 

“It is the experience of this court,” said 
Judge Landis, “that women always will 
rally to the aid of their husbands when their 
husbands are in trouble. Perjury is nothing 
to them, if they can help their men. 


Men Sentenced to Tail. 

The three men gentenced to jail were 
Frank Blacklidge of 1531 East Sey enty-first 
street; his son-in-law, Benjamin B. Evans, 
and Harry Dodge Jones, a South Chicago 


y barber. The women were the wife and daugh- 


ter of Blacklidge and the wife of Evans. 

They had been summoned to court to tes- 
tify in Evans’ bankruptcy case. The court 
wanted to know the truth about the sale of a 
grocery at 7000 Washington avenue by Evans 
to BlackNdge. This transaction had taken 
Place a few days before Oct. 18, when a peti- 
tion in bankruptcy was filed by Evans’ cred- 
itors. Blacklidge, through his law yer, Henry 
J. Gibbs, had moved the court to turn the 
Property over to Blacklidge as assignee in a 
bill of sale. If this were done the property 
would be taken out of the reach of Evans’ 
creditors. 

Bla cklidge testified he had bought the 
store with $2,400 which his wife had kept 
hidden in the bottom of an upright piano. 
His wife and daughter corroborated this 
testimony. Jones, under oath, told the court 
that Evans had borrowed 81.680 from him 
one day while he was being shaved in Jones’ 
barber shop.

Its dl- 
rectors are also the directors of fifty-nine 
banks and trust companies that have quick, 
available assets twice as barge as the steel 
company itself. Those assets represent the

Competition 
means a contest between rivals under the 
proper rules of the games, The huge profits 
of the trusts are not necessarily the fruits 
of efficiency, but rather of that control of the 
market which has enabled them to levy a tax 
upon the people. |

And don’t de afraid of the Progressive 
platform because somebody hired somebody 
to call it Socialism. It is to laugh—this 
attempt of the Interests, voiced by Taft, 
- Wilson, and their followers, to scare people 
to death by projecting over the Progressive 
party an imaginary red flag of Socialism. 
Do they really mean it—these Democrats 
and Republicans who try to scare people 
away from the Progressive party by war- 
ing this red flag? Or is it only a bit of po- 
litical buncombe? 

Let us consider the matter seriously. 
What foundation is there in the charge that 
the Progressive party is Socialistic’in na- 
ture and that its candidate has stolen 
from here, there, and everywhere? 

It is inexplicable that in America, of al] 
the world, Socialism and the science of so- 
eiety op sociology are least understood. 

Socialism by many is confounded with 
Anarchism. There is as much difference 
between Socialism and Anarchism as there 
is between Christianity and atheism. So- 
cialism is simply sociable or democratic go- 
ciety. All states, ancient and modern, aim 
at that, though they never attain perfec- 
tion or even their goal, for the goal moves 


forward, always just ahead of achievement. | 


The science of sociology sprang frum a 
elass of men in Burope who had leisure and 
the inclination to think about society. Their 
laboratory was the street and the factory: 
the objective materials of their study huwan 
beings. They studied colonies of men as 
sodlogists study colonies of ants. They 
were not the first to study human society. 
Plato turned his great mind to the sub- 


ject, and out of his brain built a republic— | 


ideal, Utopia. Plato used bis imagination 
as every scientist must, but he did uot build 
the foundation of his state on existing con- 
ditions; he did not take human nature as 
he found it. At first modern. students of 
society followed along the same course. Ags 
a result their conclusions held no sugges- 
tions as to how the wrongs aud the evils of 
society were to be remedied. 

The present day sociologist works on lines 
of modern business principles. Thus, he 
examines thousands of children engaged, 
say, in a certain kind of factory life. He 
finds as a result of close confinement, ba:! 
air, poor light, cramped position, intense 
mental strain, excessive discordant noise, 
and prolonged hours of application that the 
general health and the moral and physical 
fiber of children are seriously impaired. 
Looking at the phenomenon from the side of 


the welfare of the state or nation, he sees 


that the greatest asset of the state is its able- 
bodied men and women, and go he asks if 
the state can afford to use up potential 
dtizens at the present fearful rate of cen- 
gum ption. 

Take a more concrete illustration. Can 
the state of IIlinois afford to have the 
strength of a certain number of thousands 
of potential citizens dissipated each year? 
Does it pay? Wouldn't it be better for 
the state, both now and in the future, that 
its factory owners make less profit, if there- 
by the state gains a certain vumber of thou- 
sands of citizens of better physical devel- 
opment? Perhaps, after all, the same end 
could be reached and the manufacturers 
could still maintain their present profits. 
Perhaps the idea that boys of 14 and girls 
of 16 are “cheap” labor is a mistaken 
ove. It is certain that in states Where the 
age of admission to factories has been ma- 
terially increased capital itself has in ne- 
wise suffered, and that the states have prot- 
ited im every way. 

We are in a new era of mental evolution. 
We are on the point of bringing the focus | 
of attention to the whole problem of human 
society. The movement is world wide. Man 
studied earth's bugs, moons, and stars; then 
he turned to himself. The whole world is 
hearing of the findings of the student of so- 
eiety and the world politicians bave turned 
humanitarian, basing proposed political re- 
ktorm on the findings of the sociologist. 

We are learning. As thus, that it is not 
only good in itself to save teeth, eyesight, 
hearing, and general bodily scrength of chil- | 
dren, but it is a good thing for the city, the 
state, and the ua tion. 
and more driven home that the real asset ot 
a nation is not its soil, forest. or mineral. but 
men who can convert worthless into valus- 
ble material, and obnoxious into beneficial, |

to the preservation of health and happiness 
than to forests or coal fields. | 

There is a well nigh universal attempt to 
ameliorate society, and all movements serk 
to strengthen the state. In general it may 
be suid that the specitic remedies proposed 
are to be found in the platform of all really 
progressive parties, whether in Australia, 
South Africa, Italy, France, Germany, Eng- 
land, or the United States. 

To say that the writers of the Progres- 
sive platform stole the thunder of the So- 
Cialistic or the Progressive. party of this 
or that country is to suy no more than that 
Chiua bas stolen the idea of ber republic 
from the United States, or that the United 
States got its republican sentiments froin 
Fraace or Rome. The whole Progressive 
movement is in the air throughout the 


world. Every uation on earth wday is feet- 
ing the furce of the pressure brought to bear 
by men who would see to it that, in so far 
as is possible, the expression equal op- 


| portuuity for all“ is not meaningless. 


But,“ some may say, the platform of 


the Progressive party is opposed to the in · 
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dividualistic ideals of America. For the 
state, for example, to say that a child may 
not work in a factory is for the state to as 
sume a function which does not belong to 
it.” We might as well look this thing 
squarely in the face. L'rogressivism is op- 
posed to the ladividualigsm represented by 
predatory wealth.

of that. For years current literature has 
been packed witD illustrations of the won- 


der workings of private gus companies and

—the Oil, Coal, Steel, Copper, Beef, and oth- 
er trusts. There is Individualism for you, 
Individualism behind a mask of corporation, 
withdrawao from public eye and screened by 
a corpuration lawyer whose value to his em- 
ployer is commensurate with his ability to 
fight aud beat the law and keep his employ- 
ers from being mobbed or put in jail. 

That the Progressive program proposes 
to truuscend the ſunctious of the state there 
is but one answer: The function of a state 
is no fixed thing and has no objective exist- 
ence; it is the creation of the mind. Con- 
ceptions of the functious of faniily, of mu- 
nicipality, and of state vary frum age to 
age aud differ from land to land. We are 
familiur with the state as educator, as ward 
for the destitute, the feeble minded, and the 
blind, and as guardian of the criminal. Who 
can say what future generativns will con- 
ceive as falling within the sphere of the 
proper functions of the state? 

Some of our states take it upon them- 
selves to say to their citizens how, whea, 
and where they shall drink; what they shall 
not smoke; what they shall not wear; kinds 
of literature they shall not use; kinds of 
drugs they may not sell; kinds of fouds they 
may not adulterate. If these things are 
proper—and anything is proper in any so- 


to extend its functions and say, for exam- 
ple, that no delinyguent may propagate hig 
kind; that no employer of labor may work 
men beyond their strength, or children be- 
youd the capacity of their years? Why 
gbould not a state go further and say that 
it will not tolerate a business which can

LEAD POISONING. 

N her paper to the congress on hy- 

gieue Wr. A.ice Hamuitun said, in 

sulue purticuluis, Wad workers were 

iu less duuger trom lead puisouing in 

this country thau in Europe. k ile- 
making, jene“ pousulug, and waking of 
Kuchen Mule de Pot euduun er tue work- 
wen, at least not iu regard to lead. In 
addition, she funds that leud suustituies 
are repluciug lend as dyes iu tex les, 
Wallpupers, urtiheial Howers, as we.l as 
in mau) puints, 

Ou the other hand, European work- 
men in the lead iudustries are beiter 
waleguarded by legal regulutious than 
are those of tuis country. There is not 
the sume effort to iniorw the workweu 
of their duuger with us as in Europe. 
With us, workwen in the white und red 
lead industries, in paiut griudiug, coach 
aud carriage paiuting, the wakiug of stor- 
age balleries; priuuiug aud allied trades, 
and lead smelting are in more dauger 
than similar workers in Europe. 

Dr. Francis D. Patterson, having de 
clared that industrial plumbism was pre- 
veutable, gave the following twelve ce 
Quiremeuts by which a factory could 

care to make 


preveut it: 

1. Taking the 
processes as dust free as possible. 

2. As it has been fuund dilficult to 
enforce the use of the ordinary type 
of respirators, we are using with 
success a respirator which 1 de- 
signed and have manufactured by 
Johnson & Jolnson. It is made of 
five thicknesses of gauze and they 
are mund clean to the men each 
day. 

3. But a slight amount of the lead 
dust which enters the mouth aud nose 
passes into the lungs. Fully three- 
fourths of it lodges in the mouth 
aud nose, where it becomes mixed 
with saliva and mucus aud is un- 
cousciously swallowed. lu order to 
obviate this as much as possible it 
is our practice to require our em- 
ployés before taking their dinner and 
when c-eaning up after the day's 
work to thoroughly wash out the 
nares with wurm water aud to 
gurgle the throat and wash the 
mouth theroughly with a 0.2 per cent 
solution of sulphite of soda.

4. Each factory should have a 
room, preferably in a separate build- 
ing, where the employ¢e eat, and no 
food should be allowed to be car- 
Tried into any other room in the fac- 
tory. Care should also be taken to 
see that the employés wash prop- 
erly before eating their dinner. 

S. Milk being a valuable pveren- 
tive, it should be provided at the com- 
panuy’s expense and the employés 
urged to drink it freely. 

6. All employés should be provided 


with clean overalls ench week at the 

company's expense. 

7. Ample tucilities for bathing, 
with soap and towels, should be pro- 
vided. 

8. The carrying and the chewing 
of tobacco at work should be pro- 
hibited. 8 

9. Too much stress cannot be laid 
upon the importance of the employ- 
ment of a competent physician, who 
will make a physical examination of 
all applicants for employment and re- 
examine the employés at a weekly 
interval, We do not employ any men 
under the age of 21 years, nor those 
who present the physical evidences 
or history of alcoholism, kidney dis- 
ease, syphilis, rheumatism, or any 
chronic digestive disturbance. 

10. Each employee receives a thor- 
ough physical examination each week, 
so as to determine those who present 
the evidences of being in a condition 
of “lead store.” The recognition of 
this in its incipiency and the admin- 
istration of the proper treatment in- 
sure the relief of the condition before 
it has time to progress. 

11. All employés are given free med- 
ical treatment; they are en°ouraged 
to cousult me for any allment, no 
matter how trivial, and this further 
insures the early recognition of an 
eases of poisoning. . 

12. In each room in the factory is a 
notice which tells the employés of the 
precautions which they should take 
in assisting in preventing lead 
poisoning among them.

BUTTERMILK. 

Constant Reader writes: What kind of 
buttermilk is the most effective, artifictally 
soured milk or the regular buttermilk, and 
where can it be procured im Chicago gen- 
ume and fresh?’’ 

REPLY. 

If you can get freshly churned buttermilk. ‘made 
from miik known to be right, it is the kind to use. 
If this cannot be had, get the artificially soured 
milk, made from pasteurized milk. If your dealer 
does not handle this kind of buttermilk, patronize 
one who does, Do not buy buttermilk churned in a 
store in the city unless you know they churn good 
milk. Some churn bargain milk bought here and 
there—milk that dealers have had left over. But- 
termilk trom whole milk ls not as wholesome as 
buttermilk from soured skim milk, or buttermilk 
left after buttermaking. One of the advantages of 
good buttermilk is that it is low in fat or grease.

HE health and strength of Prince Luit- 

pold of Bavaria are failing so rapidly, 

. his physicians finding it almost im- 
possible to rouse the ¥2 year old regent 

from his constant drowsiness, that his 
death may be lcoked for at anv moment, in 

spite of the officia! bulleiius ta tne zont J. y. 

It is in view of his imminent passing that 
the question of putting an end to the regency 
is once more being discussed among the 
leading statesmen of both political parties 
in Bavaria and by the principal dignitaries of 
the crown. 

These are all in favor of proclaiming the 
sexagenarian Prince Louls not regent but 
. full fledged sovereign on the death of his 
father, and of deposing King oy as unfit to 


! reign. 


by votiug machines. It has saved the vote 


Otto was pronounced 8 insane and 
was under close restraint as such during the 
lifetime of his elder brother and predecessor, 
the late King Louis. He has never recovered 
his reason and has never been seen by his 
subjects, although twenty-six years have 
elapsed since his accession to the crown. 

— 

Louis, it may be remembered. had to be de- 
prived of the reins of government and to be 
placed under restraint in 1886 by reason of 
his dementia, the regency being at the time 
vested in his uncle, Prince Lultpold. 

When Louis later lost his life in the waters 
of Staremberg lake while endeavoring to 
escape from his guards, drowning his unfor- 
tunate medical attendan: who had sought 
to prevent his flight, the regent was pressed 
to proclaim himself king owing to the lunacy 
of his other nephew, Otto. 

Old Luitpold, however. realized that the 
masses of the people, especially the lower 
classes. did not belleve that Louis had been 
demented, and were imbued with the idea 
that. if he had been deprived of the reins 
of government, it had been due tohisenmity 
to the Prusslans, and to his hatred of Prince 
Bismarck. 3 

— 

Indeed. his capitivity. and even his death, 
were ascribed to a Bismarck conspiracy to 
which Luitpold had lent himself. and. while 


King Louls was revered as a martyr to, the 


een ee — 


cause of his country against Prussian 
usurpation, the prince regent was denounced 
as a traitor, and was assailed as such in 
many Organs of the Bavarian press, popu- 
lar feeling being ‘so strong against him that 


his statues and busts were either smashed: 


or treated with contumely. 

Under the circumstances he held that tt 
would be more politic in the interests of the 
dynasty to allow his nephew, Otto. to be 
proclaimed king and to remain mere regent. 

Moreover, he contented himself with the 
income from the national exchequer and 
from his private fortune. which he had en- 
joyed until then. devoting the greater por- 
tion of the civil list. payable by the nation 
to the sovereign under the terms of the 
constitution. to the settlement of the enor- 
mous debts left by Louls. These labilities 
have now been completely extinguished. 

~~ 

The reasons which prompted the prince 
to refuse the crown on the death of King 
Louis no ionger exist. His unselfishness and 
Patriotism have long since been recugnized 
by his countrymen to such an extent that 
he might at any time within the last ten 
or fifteen years nuve been able to assume the 
crown with popular approval. 

When urged to do so. he explained that 
he was too old to change and that he pre- 
terr-d that things should remain as they 
were. at any rate until his death.

Prince Louis is far less amenable than his 
father to Prussian influences, and much less 
friendly to the court of Berlin. Mar ried to 
an Austrian archiduchess, a half sister of 
the queen regent of Spain, he stands above 
all other princes of his house for Bavarian 
independence of Prussia, and it may be re- 
called that on the occasion of a banquet at 
Moscow during the coronation of the CZar, | 
he took occasion to emphasize in a remarka- | 
ble speech the fact that Bavaria and the | 
Other independent German states were not 
the vassals, but the allies of Prussia, and its 
equals in every respect. ' 

He knows full well. and so do the Bavarians, 
that he can enforce their national policy to 
far greater advantage and defend the sov- | 
ereign rights of Bavaria against Prussian | 
usurpation much more effectively as king | 
than as regent. 

That is why preparations are being made 
by the statesmen and leading dignitaries of | 
the kingdom to proclaim him sovereign on 
the death of his father.

Of course his proclamation as king will 
entail the deposition of his nephew, King | 
Otto. Such depositions have been rare. In- 
deed, the only two that I can recall which 
have taken place on the ground of insanity | 
are: First, that of the Turkish sultan, Mu- 
rad. who was removed from the throne in 
1876 after a brief reign of @ few months on | 
the ground of lunacy, his younger brother, 
Abdul Hamid, being proclaimed padishah | 
in his stead; Murad survived in captivity | 
until about six years ago; the other instance | 
f¢ that of the late Grand Duke Frederick of | 
Baden. ’ 

His elder brother, Louis, was insane at the 
time of thelr father’s death. Despite this 
mental affliction Louis was proclaimed. grand 
duke. with his yougger brother. Frederick, | 
as ramet. 

Four years later—that is to say, in 1856— | 
Frederick found it necessary, in order to safe- | 
guard the national interests of Baden, to 
proclaim himself sovereign in lieu of his | 
Crazy brother, and to assume the latter's 
place on the throne. 

Louls, thus deposed. eurvived for two years | 
under restraint, dying in 1858. Frederick, 
who had thus superseded him, was the father 
of the present grand duke. and married to the’ 
only sister of old Emperor William. 

William when his elder brother, King 
Frederick William iv of Prussia, became 
insane in 1857 did not assume the crown, but 
caused himself to be proclaimed regent, and 
ruled as zuch until Frederick William's 
Ceath. three years afterwards. 

The same course was followed with the late 
Prince Waldemar af Lippe. with George ILL 
of England. and with : oe Prince of Reuss- 
Greis,

Australians do not think much of our 
legislation concerning the employment of 
women and ‘children in factories. A queta- 
tion such as the above from an American 
newspaper found ready circulation in Austra- 
Ua. They admit they have not reached per- 
fection in the matter, but they think We are 
still in the darkness of ignorance and greed. 

It is a contest. The factory wants cheaper 
and therefore younger labor. and the state 
wants its children to go to edhool. It is strife 
between what is possible and the hur:ani- | 
tarlan point of view. New South Wrles is 
not the most progressive state in Aus- 
tral.a in restricting the age in factory work. 
But as compared with some of our own states 
the age limit is high. New South Wales pro- 
poses to raise it. 


Enter Factories at 13 or 14. 

At present the entering age for tactary 
life is 14. By special permission the minister 
may admit children of 18. He may further 
prohibit the empleyment of males under 16 
at dangerous machinery, and of females, 
whatever their age, at undesirable employ- 
ment. Further, neither male nor. female , 
under 16 may be empleyed in certain ape- 
eifie factories or trades without a medics: 
certificate of fitness. The net result is that 
the entering age is 18 with a permit, 14 with 
a certificate of fitness, 16 if lacking both. 

1 have already pointeé out that the grast- 
ing of permits to children under 14 years of 
age has virtually ceased in practice; but {t 
appears that no less than 4180 cerificates 
of fitness, followed by permission to work. 
were issued in a single year to persons be- 
tween the ages of 14 and 16. These certif- 
cates are practically worthless 2s & ga le- 
guard and for the following reasons: The 


act newhere permits medical inspection of 


inquiry by medica! men 
called upon to give the certificate as te the 
mature of the work that is to be perfermed. 

Docters differ, not only in their reading of 
the act but in their standard of opinion.

More Stringent Law — ms 

commission unhesitating!y recom- 
e a definite statutery condition whereby 
some valid reason for premature emplvy- 
ment must be furnished. Further, the appil- 
cant must be physically fit for such employ- 
ment, and in every case it must be taken inte 
consideration that entering factory work at 
an early age shortens the time fer education 
and launches children in a quasi-independ- 
ent industrial career long before they are 
morally fit fer it. 

Says the Cemmissioner: The plan of 
granting permits er exemptions at ali opens 
the door te cheating the real purpose of leg- 
islatien, and in a state where material pros- 
perity is as widespreed as in New South 
Wales no child sheul be allewed to work in 
factory surroundings before the age of 16

Less Work, Mere Scheel.

EXT to buying direct from the producer 
the road to economy, according, to many 
of the writers, seems to be to buy every- 
thing in large quantities. 

Here are some letters expressing this 
view:

Buying Groceries in Quantities. 

“From 15 to 40 per cent of the retail price of 
groceries can often be saved by purchasing the 
groceries in quantities for cash instead of in the 
customary small lots. It is possible to make a 
considerable saving, after allowing for the inter- 
est on the money, by purchasing canned goods 
by the dozen, sugar by the hundred pounds, soap 
by the hundred bars, rice by the hundred pounds, 
flour by the barrel, and so on. Grocers give rock 
bottom prices to customers paying cash for large 
quantities, and some wholesale houses do even 
better. It. is necessary, of course, to avoid buy- 
ing goods that deteriorate much with age; nor is 
there any gain in purchasing large quantities if 
no reduction in price is secured. -. =." 


Buying in 1 Quantities. 

“I met the high cost of living problem fairly 
and ‘squarely with a determination to buy my 
supplies in larger quantities than I had been 
buying them, for instance, my potatoes by the 
bushel, my canned goods by the box, my apples 
by the barrel, etc. In this way I often saved 
as much as the price of four or five cans of 
goods and 25 cents on a bushel of apples or po- 
tatoes. And this probably ought to. have been 


and more particularly the Sunday papers for 
the bargains in meats and groceries, Thus 
not very long ago I bought five bars of soap 
for 13 cents. Several other members of the 
family who were downtown the same day did 
likewise. My soap bill that month was only 
half what it used to be when I paid the regu- 
lation 5 cents a bar for it.

4 of System n Means Failure. 


„With a family of five the first step was to 
cobperate with my wife and find a system to run 
the house, for without a system you are sure to 
fail. 

„The first expense to consider was the house 
rent, as we do not own our home and my salary 
is $20 a week, so we decided to rent a house for 
$18 a month, which is reasonable for a modern 
house of five rooms, large basement, and fur- 
nace. This was our first saving to cut down the 
cost of living, as wu did not need a hard coal 
heater and also quit burning hard coal. 

“We burn coke and soft coal in the furnace, 
which costs us $9 a ton and saves us $2.50 for 
each ton consumed. 

“Then I built a small henhouse, which cost, 
me $6, and bought a dosen hens for $15. I got 
a few eggs for the house and finally enough to 
set three hens, which hatched thirty-two chicks. 
We are having spring fries about twice a 
week and thus saving 75 cents to a dollar each 
week on the meat bill. 

Wish to mention the eggs we got paid for 
the feed we bought. Besides we fed them table 
@craps which would have been a waste. 

“ Have just bought fifteen bushels of potatoes 
at 35 cents a bushel, which means a saving of $5 
at least. We buy sugar by the hundredweight 
and thereby save $1 per hundred pounds. 

“My wife preserves fruits in their season, 
thereby cutting down the expense of canned 
goods. By placing a continuous order with a 
farmer we get our butter the year around at 26 
cents a pound, saving at an average 10 to 15 
cents per pound, 

“There are many other things too numerous 
to mention. One good rule to follow is: ‘Be 
on the lookout to see where you can save the 
dimes and the dollars will take care of them- 
selves,’ | W. Franx.”

_ German Memoirs. 


_BY J TEL. DER KX. 
IDNEY WHITMAN, journalist and 

man of affairs, is the author of a vol- 

ume of “GERMAN MEMOIRS,” 

which Mesars. Scribner will soon pub- 
eh. Some time ago Mr. Whitman 
published a highly entertaining and instruc- 
tive volumé of Personal Reminiscences of 
Prince Bismarck,” to which the present vol- 

ume ls a good second. 


Although an Englishman born, Mr. Whit- 


man was educated in Germany and has been 


closely affiliated with that country for fifty 
years. It was his original intention to be- 
come a man of business, but by chance he 
became a journalist, and in that capacity, 
as his field lay principally in Germany, he 
met the most distinguished statesmen, writ- 
ers, and artists of that country. It was his 
intimate association with Bismarck that in- 
troduced’ him to other famous Germans. 
This volume opens with a most interesting 


account of life in Germany fifty years ago. 


As long ago as 1860 he saw his first distin- 
guished German: 


We stayed a few days at Franktfurt-on-the- 


Main. A crusty old gentleman with hard, clean- 
cut features. thin lips, wide mouth and eparse. 
bristling hair and whiskers, tat- at the table d’hdte 
of the Hotel d' Angleterre. He had a Food appe-

‘piling the dishes in front of him, after they had 


been served around, when he glared at them witha 
pair of remarkably fine. piercing eyes. My father 
said to me: Take note, my gon, of that man.

He 
died in the following year. and when I came to 
Frankfort again his portrait in olls hung on the 
wall opposite to where he uscd to sit every Cay 
for many years.

Mr Whitman records his impressions of 
Bismarck after his retirement from public 
lite: ‘ : 


As I knew him toward the end of his life, his 
manner was softened tiy the repose oftage, giv- 
ing him an Indefinite gentleness. I never heard 
him express a eingle opinion which could be con- 
etrued as conveying either an intense like or dis- 
like He cared little for titite or distinctions which 
kings or emperore can give. His with was for 
intercourse with what the Germans call natural 
men,“ and in them he declared that he discov- 
ered aristocratic qualities which are now and 
then lacking in the ** better born.“ He was en- 
tirely free from that clase prejudice which plays 
ro formidable a part in German social life. Yet 
he hed that social pride which.upheld him in many 
a situation. Only those who knew Bismarck well 
could understand the full meaning of his famous 
retort upon bis notorious parliamentary adversary. 
Eugen Richter, when he teld the latter that his 


own education forhade him replying to certain 


offensive diatribes. ; : 

One of Bismarck’s favorite sayings was: You 
cannot regulate a current. much lees attempt to 
go against it; at most you may succeed in steer- 
ing carefully with it.“ So he looked upon his 
sucoees as a stateeman as less the outcome of 
genius than of that common tense which sees 
opportunities and avails itself of them. 

He read The Débficle,"* *‘ Rome, Lourdes.“ 
and“ Paris one after the other, but was some- 
what disappointed with the last three. Rome,“ 
he sald, reminded him of a traveler's guidebook. 
„% The Debacle was more to his liking. But 
what more particularly struck him was the fear- 
less manner in which Zola told hard truths of his 
countrymen. Bismerck expressed himself to the 
effect that after reading The Débacle he was 
not at all surprised that the French were to angry 
against the author, for he had committed the un- 
parconablé sin. of telling them the truth. 


At Hermann Levi's house in Munich,” :
